For Undeelnible Vegetation. 

Common salt Is not so effective as 
oil on grass and narrow-lesfed vege- 
tation, but is better than arsenite of 
soda. When the vegetation ia very 
rank s.ill uill bi' found very di'Slr- 
abic an<l should be used at the rate 
of from I wo to three tons per acre, 
depending upon the rankness of the 
growth. The salt should be flne 
grained, free from lumps, and should 
be scattered very uniformly. To se- 
cure the best reaulta, it should be 
made Into a saturated solution, one 
pound being mixed with a quart and 
a half of water. The salt brine should 
be applied by means of a sprinkling 
can or sprinkler, which applies it 
faster than » spraying outfit

The Statu Uar Association went on record Fri- 
day in favor of higher standards for legal educa- 
tion and for .Hlinission to the bar. The residntioii 
adopted is liaitlly as strong as it should b«^ hut the 
association has committed it.sclf to reform along 
this line and its action is encouraging. 

•Judge LafTerty and Ijeiit. Cov. McDermott told 
tbc association why it was desirable that butter 
standards should prevail. The examinations of 
applicants for admission to the bar in many in 
stances are not thri>ni.'h; n man of averaire intel- 
lect may easily become a full-fledged lawyer; some 
of the Circuit Judges have never been known to 
fail an applicant ; the .State occupies an unenviabh- 
attitude as "a dumping ground for nnworthy appli 
cants from other States and nmb suable students 
from Standardized States who use Kentucky as ati 
.n.iiiu' to rmcli membership in the profession in 
their own States."
